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Continuation of 3. NOTE: 

Tlie amendments, in addition to a few grammatical clianges, merely Cancel Claim 2 and add the limitations of Claim 2 into the independent 
Claims 1 and 38. Claim 2, as it depended from Claim 1, was previous rejected under 103 over Glazer in view of Renfrew and Havens in 
view of Renfrew. Adding the limitations of Claim 2 to Claim 38 has not previously been considered. Therefore the newly defined invention 
of Claim 38 would require further consideration, including potential issues of new matter. For these reasons, the amendments will not be 
entered. 



Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: 

The amendments, in addition to a few grammatical changes, merely Cancel Claim 2 and add the limitations of Claim 2 into the independent 
claims. Claim 2 was previous rejected under 1 03 over Glazer in view of Renfrew and Havens in view of Renfrew. While Applicant 
traverses the previous rejections. Applicant has not set forth any arguments to support the traversals. Hence, the claims stand rejected for 
reasons of record. 
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
